“Revue de Paris” accepted a novel, “L’Illustre 
Docteur Matheus,” and published it eighteen 
months afterwards. They suffered many pangs 
during these eighteen months, but when they ended 
their novitiate may be said to have terminated. 
The “‘ Revue” gave them &800f. for the tale, and they 
sold the volume to M. Bourdillat, the publisher, 
for 400f. They continued to find publishers and 
readers for their works, and became at ease. M. 
Chatrian had the good sense to accept a clerkship 
offered in the Eastern Railway by an admirer of his 
talents. Here is a pen-and-ink portrait of them 
which I translate from ove of our newspapers : 
“Erckmann, the eldest of the pair, is round and 
blond; he shelters behind spectacles eyes which 
are sometimes sparkling and sometimes lost in re- 
veries. He is beginning to be bald; what hair he 
has is massed behind his ears. His face vaguely 
reminds one of the structure of a violin. His thick 
chin is creased by little fleshy pads ; his nose is big 
at the end, and lords it over a delicate mouth whose 
corners are turned down like those of all thinkers. 
He is at the same time very gentle and very violent, 
of a most sanguine temperament, with the voice of 
Boanerges, but speaking with method and circum- 
spection, and delicate in his expressions. He has 
in his veins a tincture of Gypsy, careless, vaga- 
bond blood, but he is an artist to the heart’s core. 
He is a musician every inch of him; but it is in 
his heart and in his head melody sings, for he has 
never entered an opera-house. He buys every 
morning ten cents’ worth of tobacco and a new pipe. 
Chatrian’s physiognomy reminds one of the elder 
Dumas, at least by his immense head of hair. He 
is short, thick-set, broad-backed, calm in his lion’s 
strength. He moves slowly, but vigor pierces 
through his carelessness. His rich, bodied bary- 
tone voice throws the right word in a decisive man- 
ner. He is the clearest, firmest, and at the same 
time simplest talker I ever met. A black, thick, 
straight head of hair rises like an arch above a broad 
and polished forehead. His eyes nab the person 
addressing or listening to him. His admirably 
carved nose rests on a thick, short, brush-like 
moustache. He has a large mouth and lips colored 
with a violet red. He is a spare man, about falling | 
a victim to the obesity of office-life. There is in! 
everything about Chatrian a frankness, a thought- | 
fulness, a decision, and a virility which quite car- 
ries One away. That man is incapable of anything 
little or mean; probity, dignity, and honor breathe 
in everything he says. These intellectual brothers 
scrupulously keep themselves aloof from all literary 
or other coteries. They fly, like the plague, the 
mere petty local Parisian esprit, the demi-monde, 
chatterboxes, and the mechanics of literature. 
Hand-in-hand alone they follow their path; the 
antechamber of newspapers never sees their faces. 
They work always and everywhere. This is their 
method. Every morning, before Chatrian goes to 
his desk in the Eastern Railway, they cut out the 
day’s task while they are at breakfast. When they 
meet again in the evening at dinner each commu- 
Ricates to the other the ideas he has collected. 
These are discussed, compared, winnowed ; and they 
select the plot, invent the incidents and turn of 
the novel on which they are at work. In this way 
it is completed. When it is ended each in turn 
reads the proof-sheets, modifies, comments on them, | 
and communicates his suggestions to the other. 
This partial revision ended, they proceed to the 
steat, general, and last inspection, after which the 
book is published.”

I regret to record the death of M. Felix Mornand, 
one of our most indefatigable writers, but who was 
always unfortunate. People who read newspapers 
little imagine how much of their own life writers 
(who are successful) throw into their articles, and 
how heavy are the draughts made upon their con- 
stitutions. There is, perhaps, no more exhausting 
profession in the world; and the drain, however 
heavy, is insensible until one day the poor toiler 
wakes with a paralyzed brain or an overwrought 
heart. It is appalling to think of the victims who 
have fallen during these last few years: Bayle St. 
John, John Leach, H. Rigault, Alph. Lauvray, and 
now poor Felix Mornand, to mention only those who 
occur to uncharged memory. An effort is making 
here (and there is ground of reason to hope it may 
be successful) to establish on the shore of the 
Mediterranean, and in some approved neighbor- 
hood of Southern France, a commodious mansion, 
where the wearied toilers with pen or pencil may 
rest from their labor so long as to recruit the ex- 
hausted strength. Care will be taken to make the 
expenses so low as even our shallow purses may 
bear them. I trust this establishment may afford 
substantial relief, although I confess. I look with 
suspicion upon anything like a hospital. Wearied 
as these toilers may be, they will shrink from a

By David Dyer, 
Chaplain. pp. iv., 273. Albany: Joel Munsell. 
The Albany Penitentiary is a well-conducted in- 

stitution upon the congregate system, and Mr. 

Pilsbury, its superintendent, is an experienced 

prison officer. In the present volume the history of 

the Penitentiary from its foundation to the present 
time is fully sketched. It will be interesting to 
those who are studying penal science, and is not 
controversial in its character, but confines itself to 

a statement of general facts. 

Military Operations in Eastern Maine and Nova 
Scotia during the Revolution. Chiefly compiled 
from the Journals and Letters of Col. John Allan. 
With Notes and a Memoir of Col. John Allan. 
By Frederick Kidder. pp. x., 336. Albany: 
Joel Munsell. 

What we have here is an original contribution 
to our revolutionary history. The materials have 
never before appeared in print, and new light is 
thus shed upon the military events in the section 
of country referred to. The volume consists of 
documents and journals which are reproduced in 
their integrity. A large map prefixed to the 
volume delineates the country between the Penob- 
scot and St. John Rivers, and the localities referred 
to by Col. Allan. 

The Household of Sir Thomas More. By the Au- 
thor of “Mary Powell.” New edition, with an 
Appendix. pp. 257. New York: M. W. Dodd. 
The whole series of works by the present author 

presents a rather novel conception, but in its general 

details well executed. They are excellent com- 
panion volumes to certain important chapters in 

English history. The present is one of the best of 

the series, and in this new edition we have an ap- 

pendix of thirty pages, containing interesting per- 
sonal notices of More and Erasmus. 


PHILOLOGICAL. 


A Complete Etymology of the English Language. By 
William W. Smith. pp. iv., 323. New York: 
A. S. Barnes & Co. 

While former works of Etymology for school use 
have been confined to words derived from Latin 
and Greek sources, the present one includes not 
only those languages, but also roots from the Anglo- 
Saxon, French, Dutch, German, Welsh, Danish, 
Gothic, Swedish, Gaelic, and Italian. The Anglo- 
Saxon portion occupies about 120 pages, the French 
17, the Dutch 10, the German 34, the Latin 72, the 
Greek 19. We do not regard the work as by any 
means complete, or as what such a work ought to 
be. Perhaps it is all that is required in schools, 
although our own opinion is that the volume would 
have been rendered much more attractive and sug- 
gestive, and could have been better used as a mental 
discipline, if some of the curious and instructive 
results developed by the researches of the last few 


years into the origin, history, and relations of Words | 


had been incorporated into the work. Its more ex- 
tended scape renders it an improvement upon its 
predecessors, but it does not make sufficient use of 
recent investigations, and it retains too many of 
the characteristics of the prior works. A general 
manual on Words, which would include etymology 
as one of its departments, is a great desideratum.

We quite agree with the general commendation

| English critics, and with the special favor with which

| immediate sympathies of the reader. Some of the 

minor productions contained in the volume are of 
|a very high order. The “Song for the Night of 
| Christ’s Nativity” would have been in the hands 
| of others a piece of fatal rashness, yet it must be 
| confessed that we pardon the audacity of the at- 
| tempted rivalry, and admit that these noble stanzas 
| are indeed worthy of being read in connection with 

the immortal ones of Milton, which they emulate. 
|Miss Ingelow is assuming an eminent position 

among the poets of England, and, in many of her
